In most communities the hazards 
of parking have been over empha- 
sized. Parking for a reasonable pe- 
riod must be permitted in most sec- 
tions of any city if motor transpor- 
tation is to retain its convenience 
and utility. The number of cars 
posed in a retail_area at any one 

may not include a large pro- | 
rtion of customers of stores be- 
ore which they are parking, but 
during the day that trade is con- 
siderable. 

An absolute no parking prohibi- 
tion would kiii retail business in 
most cities. Half hour parking 
should be the minimum in most 
places. 

City zoning should give broader 
permission for garages. The old 
style “nuisance” garages have been 
replaced by modern handsome build- 
ings. 

Today storage of cars is being 
provided in many cities. such as De- 
troit, by parking lots at very low 
cost. Large parking garages are on 
the increase, such as the Kent Au- 
tomatic Eiectric Garage in New 
York. 

Broader highways, by-pass roads 
and grade separations are among 
the ultimate remedies city planning 
and zoning will contribute more 
when merchants take a more defi- 
nite interest. Generally speaking, the 
Chamber of Commerce is the best 
clearing house for such a movement 
in any given city. 

The value of a regional plan is 
to tie together the street programs 
of the various suburbs and other 
jurisdictions in a metropolitan area. 
Voluntary action alone is not likely

E PETER JONES. well-known British steel] manufacturer, brought 

* to this country some months ago an “observation body” of his 
own design, mounted on the chassis of an American car, and proceeded 
to make a short tour of the United States showing it to well-known 
men in the automotive field. The writer had an opportunity to ride 
in the car and he was struck by the great vision made possible by this 
type of construction, although at that time American body and car 
makers failed to make any comment regarding it. 

Now Dietrich, Detroit custom body builder, has 
‘eproduced one like it and it bids fair to become a 
very popular body type. especially on high-priced 
hassis for touring purposes 

The body is intended to give passengers a much 
setter view of the landscape than bodies of the con- 
ventional design. There is a wide rear door, wide 
windows in the rounding back, and the rear seat is 
reversible so that passengers may sit facing either way. 
There is a large window in the roof which is espe- 
tially fine when traveling through mountainous dis- 
tricts and excellent views may be obtained of the 
1eights.

UMORS are being heard again about new types of automobile 

engines. This time we are to have more cylinders if these rumors 
can be believed. However. a leading engineer, who refuses to allow 
his name to be used. says there is to be no change in the type of 
power plants. at least for the next few months, but refinements. of 
present types of engines are forthcoming, 

Perhaps these rumors started when the executive of a well-known 
automobile manufacturing concern had his engineers design and build 
for his own use, a straight twelve motor. He has been using this car 
some time and has taken numerous friends out for rides in it. Hew- 
ever, officials of the company deny they will build and market an 
engine of this type. At least their plans are to leave this engine alone 
for some time to come.

Wilcox came up from the bicycle 
sales school to take on the Franklin 
dealership for Fall River, Mass., on 
May 1, 1904. In 1911 he came to 
Providence as state distributor. He 
was one of the pioneers on the pres- 
ent Providence motor row. erecting 
a modern sales and service building 


| of 50,000 square feet area in 1921. 


“I spent nearly six months making 
up my mind which car I wanted to 
represent,” said Mr. Wilcox here to- 
day. “During my twenty-five years 


in the business, almost 700 automo- | 


bile companies have come and gone. 
I've been offered a dealership by 
most of them, but I have always 
been glad that I stuck with the 
Franklin organization.” 

During his first year as a Frank- 

lin dealer, Mr. Wilcox sold three 
cars. 
“Some of the young fellows tell 
me it must have been easy to be a 
dealer back in 1904,” he said, “be- 
cause I had no trade-in problem. 
They're wrong. As early as 1905, 
Charles Blake traded in a gentle- 
man’s driving class horse, a road- 
cart, a sulky, and two buggies on 
my demonstrator. The balance of 
about $1,100 was paid in cash! 

“For all of New England there 
were only five or six Franklin 
dealers. Prospects used to write 
the factory for catalogues, and it 
was up te us to plough through 
snow and mud over long distances 
te interview these prospects. To 
shew the public that an air-cooled 
Franklin could perform in_ the 
winter, I never laid up my dem- 
onstrator. But I carried a snow 
shovel and I guess I have person- 
ally cleaned off, at one time or 

er, half the roads in New 

England. A service call, in those 

days, meant something. No matter 

where the owner was, the dealer 
went out and get him.” 

Motorists, when Mr. Wilcox began 
to sell Franklins, were courteous to 
each other.

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Reassuring an Anxious Father 
ECENTLY an anxious jather wrote to the Department 
of Commerce. bewailing the lack of opportunity that 
lies ahead of his sons during the next twenty-five years 
because of the fact that “everything seems to have been 
done.” 

This is a human failing.

Looking back over the twenty- 


five years that have constituted the active span, we may 
presume, of his own life, this father, trying to look ahead, 
sees little chance for his boys to add to the sum total of 
human progress. 

Undoubtedly this father has himself witnessed the 
coming of radio, the spread of telephone communication 


(when central is in a yielding mood), from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific; he has seen electric lighting, cooking, refrigera- 
tion become matters of almost universal use. He has seen 
the airplane become a major factor in transportation. He 
has seen the motor vehicle become a household necessity in 
this country. He has seen the scale of living expand, and 
hoped that salaries would keep within shooting distance of 
the increase in costs. He has seen the Panama Canal con- 
nect the two oceans, and he has watched buildings shoot 
_skvward froma tex-steries to as many as sixty. Undoubt- 
edly it must seem to him that “everything has been done.” 

For the alleviation of his sorrow, we venture to suggest 
to this anguished parent that much remains for his boys to 
add even to the accomplishment of the present century. 

To go no farther away than our own particular field, 
we may suggest to him that there are some things about 
the modern motor vehicle that his boys may find pleasure 
and profit in altering. They might, for instance, devote 
their time to devising a new and more efficient type of 
gearset than the one with which we have struggled along 
for more than twenty-five years. They might devise a new 
system of illumination for motor vehicles, which would 
remove the danger from night driving. They might discover 
new ways of cutting down power losses in the mechanism of 
the vehicle. And then if they have any spare time left over, 
they might devise a method whereby the average automobile 
dealer can make a living from his business and a return on 
his investment equal to that of other merchants. 

No, there are plenty of things left to be done for the 
benefit of the human race. and, let us whisper it. for the 
enrichment of the genius who contributes them to 
progress of humanity. 


The Tire Makers’ Position 


URING the past few veers American tire manufac- 
turers have occupied a not very enviable position. 
The British restrictions on rubber growing. or rather plant- 


ing, and export from their colonies in the Far East are 
Jargely responsible for this condition. When the Stevenson 
act was promulgated, the British colonies were the principal 
source of rubber supply. At first it looked as if users of 
crude rubber would be faced by an actual famine in 1929. 

Happily our manufacturers found ways of circumvent- 


ing the dilemma. The British restrictions encouraged 
rubber production in the Dutch East Indies, and even 
started shipments of wild rubber from Brazil and Africa. 
These were not enough to supply the decreases in crude 


rubber coming from the British colonies, but they did help 
during a strenuous period. 

The conservation campaign inaugurated by Herbert 
Hoover, then secretary of commerce, was the one big factor 
in mitigating the rubber shortage, but even that could not 
save the rubber manufacturers from “taking a licking,” 
the picturesque slang would have it. 

It is the manful manner in which the rubber manufac- 
turers have taken this licking that brings forth these words. 
The balance sheets of many of the big tire manufacturing 
organizations for 1928 are an instance in point. These bal- 
ance sheets show, unless we are mistaken, the final phase 
of the situation created by the British restrictions. Debit

Alignment Expert 
At Detroit 


i a’‘talk before a group of 135 
factory engineers, service men, 
dealers and other specialists in 
alignment, made in Detroit during 
April, Mr. Will Dammann, presi- 
dent of the Bear Manufacturing 
Company of Rock Island, IIL, laid 
special stress on the importance of 
freedom in the steering assembly 
of every car. 

This is one of the most important 
tests in checking the alignment of 
a car, and often has been neglected 
by service men whose inclination has 
been to attribute every steering and 
tire trouble due to alignment. to an 
error in the pitch, toe-in. or axle 
caster angle 

Mr. Dammann spoke by special 
invitation before a meeting called 
by the General Sales Company of 
Detroit, dealers in shop tools and 
equipment Engineers from the 
principal Detroit automobile fac- 
tories, as well as service men. road 
men, tire men, and others, were in 
attendance 

“The average mechanic falls 

down on the job of alignment be- 
cause his first impulse is to tighten 
everything up,” said Mr. Dam- 
mann. “As a matter of fact, a tre- 
mendous number of cars weave 
and wander just because they are 
already too tight, and because a 
binding in the steering linkage 
compels the driver to turn the 
steering wheel from side to side 
more than is necessary to keep 
the car in a straight line. 

“It is important that the front 
end of the car be set up on two 
jacks, one at each end of the axle, 
and a test made to see that the 
wheels rotate freely on the spindle 
and that the front wheels may be 
turned from side to side by grasp- 
ing the tire. If either of these tests 
does not show a free and easy 
movement in the wheels. a binding 
is indicated. and must be corrected. 
No amount of checking for pitch, 
toe-in, or axle caster will be of any’ 
avai] until the cause of the bind- 
ing has been determined and cor- 
rected. 

“If a wheel does not rotate freely 
on the spindle. it is usually caused 
by binding of the brakes or by the 
wheel being too tight on the spindle. 
Either of these conditions will cause 
steering trouble and excessive tire 
wear. If the wheels do not swing 
readily from side to side by grasp- 
ing the tires it is usually advisable 
to disconnect the drag link and find 
out whether the trouble is in the 
steering post or king pin.” 

Mr. Dammann's talk seemed to 
arouse considerable surprise among 
his hearers. one of whom challenged 
him to perform test on a brand 
new car standing on the floor. He 
showed them that even though the
